unknown” with

Denton, a retired grocer and 
large property owner, was shot 
and killed Friday morning 
at 
his home with a .22 caliber rifle 
as he walked to his garage. 
His brother-in-law , 
Louis 
King, 55, of East Prairie 
is 
charged with first degree m ur­ 
der. 
Testim ony at the inquest r e ­ 
vealed that five shots probably 
were fired from King’s r ifle , 
but none of the w itnesses could 
determ ine whether King was in 
his house when the shots w ere 
fired. 
King liv es in a cottage 
behind the Denton home. 
Denton’s 
widow, Mrs. 
Eva 
Denton, testified that she w as 
in her house when she heard 
shots and then shouting. 
A 
neighbor called to her and she 
ran outside and saw her h u s­ 
band lying beside the house, she 
said. 
She told the jury that she had 
no knowledge of any quarrel 
between her husband and King. 
King, who was unemployed, did 
odd jobs at the Denton hom e. 
Mrs. Denton said she went to 
King’s 
cottage and 
found 
a 
screen had been removed from 
a storm door and was on the 
living room floor. She said that 
someone was in the bathroom 
holding the door shut and that 
she thought that it was King. 
However, Roy Watson, 
who 
lived across the alley from the 
Denton resid en ce, testified that 
he saw King walking up the a lley 
to the King cottage 15 or 20 
minutes after the shooting. 
Watson told the jury that he 
and his w ife, Cora, were eating 
breakfast when they heard the 
shots. The shots 
were 
fired 
rapidly, he said. His wife went 
to the Denton home to see what 
had happened, he testified. 
Watson said he saw King walk - , 
ing down the alley alone, th a t5 
King was not coming out of h is 
cottage but w as instead walking 


from the highway toward 
his 
cottage. 
Edna Chandler, another neigh­ 
bor, testified that she 
heard 
the shots, which “ sounded like 
firecrackers.” She said 
she 
looked out a window and “ saw 
Denton running from the garage 
toward his h ouse.” She was the 
only person testifying that she 
had seen Denton as he tried to 
get back to his house. 
The next w itness was another 
neighbor, ( arolynC hessor.She 
told the 
jury that she was at 
home when he heard the shots. 
She went to the Denton home 
and found I>enton lying beside 
the house, then telephoned po­ 
lice. 
Sam Jones of E ast 
Prairie 
then took the stand. He said he 
was drinking coffee at a drug 
store when he saw a police car 
speed by and run a stop sign. 
He said he figured something 
was wrong and ran to his car 
and followed 
the police car. 
M ter he arrived at the Den­ 
ton home, he heard someone tell 
Chief of P olice 
Jake Abner to 
arrest King. Abner askedjones 
to helphim , Jones said, so Jones 
went to his car and got a gun. 
Jones and Abner then went to 
King’s cottage. 
Abner called 
for the man to com e out, and 
then Jonf. „ said he saw som e­ 
one through the window with a 
gun. 
Jones warned Abner that 
som eone with a gun was in the 
house. 


Jones said he then went around 
the 
house and when he came 
back, 
he saw King standing by 
the house. He told the jury that 
he could not identify the man 
whom he saw through the win­ 
dow. 


When Jones and Abner entered 
the cottage, they found 
five 
spent .22 calib er rifle sh ells, 
two of them on the floor and 
three on a couch. 
They also 
found the screen had been r e ­ 
moved from the door and found 
a .22 caliber rifle in the bath­ 
room. 
Abner 
testified 
that he ar­ 
rested King after Jones 
saw 
King outside the house. The po­ 


lice chief said that King was In 
the alley walking toward him 
and that he told King that he 
w as under arrest. 
King asked Abner why he was 
being arrested and Abner told 
King that Denton had l)een shot, 
the poller* chief testified . Abner 
and 
Jones then searched the 
cottage but no one 
else was 
In the house, Abner said. 
He 
testified that M rs. Denton had 
told him that she wanted King 
arrested. 
After King was arrested, he 
told Abner that he didn’t shoot 
Denton, Abner said. 
M rs. Denton was called back 
to the stand and told the Jury 
that she was the one who told 
Abner to arrest King. 
The 
weapon was brought into 
the 
courtroom , and M rs. 
Denton 
said it looked like King's rifle. 
The next w itness was Denton’s 
son-in-law , Kenneth Martin. He 
told the jury that he knew of no 
arguments between Denton and 
King. He said he had been told 
that Sheriff W .J. “ Pedro” Sim ­ 
mons had been called to 
the 
Denton home four or five years 
ago because of an argument be­ 
tween the two men. 
Bill Bell testified that he was 
at the Chandler apartment when 
he heard the shots and that he 
and M iss Chandler had gone to 
the Denton home to se e what had 
happened. 
The 
last person to take the 
stand was King. Prosecuting At­ 
torney Roderic Ashby, who con 
ducted the questioning at the In­ 
quest, advised King that he was 
charged with first degree m ur­ 
der and that King did not have 
to testify, 
that any testim ony 
given by King could be 
used 
against him. Ashby then asked 
King if he wanted to testify,and 
King said he did not. 
The jury retired and deliber­ 
ated for about 
30 m inutes b e­ 
fore returning the verdict. 
King is being held 
without 
bond at the county jail. 
He 
w ill appear Thursday 
before 
Judge Tom Brown in m agistrate 
court when he w ill be 
advised 
of h is right to have a pre­ 
lim inary hearing or to waive it.

action came late. 
Martin is aware that when money becomes 
as scarce as it did last summer someone is 
going to get hurt. 
Surely the little man was 
injured the least. 
If he was forced to cut his spending or to wait 
for a loan it was merely a temporary incon­ 
venience. 
These are small sacrifices to pay for main­ 
taining a healthy economy and protecting him 
against the worse abuses of inflation. 
Martin deserves a lion’s share of the credit 
for this.

Nothing shows more forcefully how far out of 
perspective values of human life have become 
than the need for the American Cancer Society’s 
five-year educational program to drastically re­ 
duce unnecessary deaths from cancer.

Society has selected six sites of cancer, repre­ 
senting over 
60 per cent of all cancer cases 
and some 48 per cent of all cancer deaths, for 
special educational emphasis. 
These sites of cancer - uterus, breast, lung, 
colon and rectum, oral cavity and skin - ac­ 
counted for nearly 150,000 deaths in 1966, many 
of them due to lack of personal responsibility 
and personal vigilance. 
Take three samples: 
lung cancer took more 
than 50,000 lives last year; most lung cancers 
are caused by cigarette smoking. 
(Despite 
intensive warnings more than half of all teen­ 
agers ignore the scientifically proved dangers 
to their health and become regular cigarette 
smokers by the time they are 18). Skin cancer 
took nearly 5,000 lives; most skin cancers are 
causes by too frequent over-exposure to direct 
sunlight. Uterine cancer took the lives of about 
14,000 women; yet, due to the Pap test, it should 
bv possible to detect this cancer at a stage 
fwhcn thf* chances of cure are virtually 100 per 
CM it. 


Need for intensified and broadened instruction 
about cancer is in itself a harsh tragedy. People 
just do not behave as they should. Motivating 
people to take proper action can be difficult 
and frustrating, as it has been to the American 
Cancer Society. How difficult it is, is shocking­ 
ly apparent in the five-year educational goals 
fixed by the Society. 
The goals are minimal, 
far below ideal, but goals, based on hard ex­ 
perience, 
that 
the 
Society believes can be 
achieved. 
We urge our readers to learn cancer’s warning 
signals, act on them; have an annual health 
checkup, and contribute to the very important 
work of the American Cancer Society.

ATLANTA - Lester Maddox, 
the unpredictable new governor 
of Georgia, doesn’t know 
it, 
but he probably owes his elec­ 
tion to the man who fought him 
hardest in the first prim aries- 
ex-Gov. Ellis Arnall. 
After Maddox, 
the 
axe- 
wielding restaurateur who sold 
his eating place rather than ad­ 
mit Negroes, nosed out Arnall 
in the final prim ary, a secret 
meeting of top businessmen was 
held in Atlanta to decide 
who 
was best for Georgia - Demo­ 
crat Segregationist Maddox or 
Republican Segregationist Bo 
Callaway. 
Most business lea­ 
ders at the meeting 
favored 
Callaway, scion of a big tex­ 
tile family and then a member 
of Congress, who they figured 
would bring more stability to 
Georgia politics. 
Though most of the business­ 
men present were Democrats, 
they were willing to back 
a 
Republican even though 
a 
Republican had not been elected 
governor of Georgia for 
100 
years. 
At this point, however, 
ex-Gov. 
Arnall 
spoke 
up. 
Arnall, when governor, 
had 
repealed the Georgia poll tax 
for the first time in history, 
fought the Ku Klux Klan, and 
had 
backed 
legislation pro- 
hiting the Klan from parading 
under hoods. 
“ An ignorant bigot is better 
than a wealthy bigot,” Arnall 
told 
the 
Georgia 
business 
group. “He’ll have compassion 
for the little people.” Arnall 
argued so eloquently for Mad­ 
dox that the most 
respected 
businessman in Georgia, Mills 
Lane, president of the Citizens 
and Southern Banking chain, was 
won over. 
He supported Mad­ 
dox. 
This was one of the fac­ 
tors which tipped the scales in 
favor of Maddox and made him 
governor of Georgia. 
On the day after Maddox took 
office, Lane’s bank loaned him 
$200,000 to establish a series 
of hot dog stands; so Lester, 
who 
closed his 
restaurant 
rather than admit Negroes, is 
now back in the eating business. 


Business leaders have 
been 
advising L ester not to 
rock 
the boat racially, to 
continue 
giving breaks to 
Negro citi­ 
zens. 
And so far Maddox ap­ 
pears to have taken 
their 
advice. 
Last week, however, Maddox’s 
form er 
executive 
secretary, 
Morgan Redwin, was fired 
for 
selling beer to minors 
and 
promptly began spilling 
the 
beans on his form er boss. The 
governor, he said, was never 
going to give jobs to Negroes, 
despite the pious prom ises in 
his inaugural speech, because 
this would lose him 
Georgia 
rednecks who had swung 
the 
electoral balance in his favor. 
WALLACE VS. MADDOX 
There’s an interedting com­ 
parison between the south’s two 
most headlined politicians, the 
governor of Georgia and the man 
behind the governor of Alabama. 
They’re good friends, and one 
of the first things Maddox did 
after his inauguration was 
to 
invite the Wallaces, both Lur- 
leen and George, over to At­ 
lanta for a state visit. 
These two men, if 
they 
agreed, probably could swing 
the south for or against Lyn­ 
don Johnson and the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
However, they 
are having a hard time getting 
any agreement. 
When the new governor 
of 
Georgia went up to Washing­ 
ton for the recent governors* 
conference, Lyndon went out of 
his way to be nice to 
him, 
and L ester came back singing 
the president’s praises per­ 
sonally. He said, however, that 
LBJ must become more con­ 
servative. 
George Wallace, on the other 
hand, cooled his heels In 
a 
hotel room across from 
the 
treasury while his wife, the 
governor of Alabama, conferred 
with other governors and made 
friends 
with 
the 
president. 
George 
went back 
to Mont­ 
gomery looking dour. 
But what Maddox doesn’t seem 
to 
realize 
about his friend 
George Wallace is that, aside 


from integration, 
Wallace 
is just as liberal as Johnson. 
“ I feel that strong conser­ 
vatives such as Wallace should 
rem ain in the Democratic par­ 
ty,” announced Gov, 
Maddox 
last week. 
“ I’m 
suggesting 
that conservatives could 
do 
their best by not bolting.” 
This indicates that 
Lester 
doesn’t know what a 
con­ 
servative is; for George Wal­ 
lace as governor built 
more 
schools, spent more 
welfare 
money, and did more for lower- 
bracket citizens of Alabama 
than has been accomplished any 
place else in the United States 
outside Washington. 
WALLACE WILL RUN 
As It stands today, 
George 
Wallace is not going to take 
the advice of his friend the 
governor of Georgia not 
to 
bolt. 
He is almost certainly 
going to head up a third party. 
But 
two 
important questions 
are; 
1. 
Will he take votes away 
from Johnson or away from the 
Republicans? 
2. 
Will he run strong out­ 
side Alabama? 
On Point 1, most observers 
believe Wallace will cut more 
heavily Into the 
Republican 
party and will help 
Lyndon 
Johnson rather than hurt him. 
On Point 2, it’s significant 
that in 1964 Wallace polled a 
surprisingly heavy vote 
in 
Maryland, purely on the issue 
of segregation. 
But two years 
later, in the race for governor 
of Maryland, the Democratic 
candidate, 
George 
Mahoney, 
who campaigned on the slogan, 
“ A Mari’s Home Is His Castle,” 
lost 
to 
a Republican, Spiro 
Agnew, 
who 
campaigned for 
open housing. 
And only 
last 
week the Maryland legislature 
followed this up by passing an 
open housing bill. 
Maryland is a traditionally 
Democratic state. 
So the 
man who pulls the 
apron strings behind the new 
governor of Alabama may have 
a tougher time winning votes 
In 1968 than he did in 1964.

Washington, D .C .:» From my 
friend, Commander Alejandro 
Otero Campana, Chief of In­ 
telligence of the eentral police 
of Montevideo •• the Uruguayan 
capital to which President John­ 
son soon will fly — comes word 
of a Castro • Maoist network 
of terro rists 
trained in rifle 
marksmanship, grenade throw­ 
ing and “ urban g errrilla” war- 
fore. 
So skilled and ready for street 
action in this alliance of left­ 
ist Communist cells, says Senor 
Otero, that it has even mapped 
the city's sewer system so they 
can dart up suddenly inside the 
guards in all sections of the 
city. 
President Johnson

Suddenly the occupants be­ 
gan heaving homemade bombs

The war for demo­ 
cracy will never be success­ 
ful if we democrats do not help 
each other penetrate the veil of 
secrecy.”

panions are to be saluted. The

and sound. 
Sound does affect 
flavor reaction. 
Celery that

ience than the noisy kind. All 
these sensations react sim ul­ 
taneously in the brain and re ­ 
sult in one flavor experience. 
The four basic taste sensations 
are sweet, sour, salty, and bit­ 
ter. 
To show 
the 
importance of 
odors in flavor, eat an 
onion 
while holding your nose. 
It 
will taste sweet and will bum 
your mouth, but you won’t iden­ 
tify the onion flavor. 
Color plays an Important part. 
A manufacturer made cereal of 
many colored balls. Some p re­ 
ferred the flavor of red balls 
over the yellow, some wanted 
all one color, and so on, yet 
all of the balls were one flavor. 
While taste and aroma are 
still important, with 
todays 
facilities 
scientists at many 
companies chemically analyze 
foods to determine what makes

flavorful. 
Chemical 
norms can be 
established and 
a food processor can keep the 
same flavorful 
standards by 
mixing 
his 
product 
by

analysis. 
The scientific tech­ 
niques can also be used to de­ 
velop new foods. 
Regardless of scientific te st­ 
ing, people 
still like or dis- 
‘like foods. 
Food 
companies 
maintain staffs of food tasters. 
Daily taste-testing of the food 
is done to insure that 
each 
day’s production is of the pro­ 
per quality. 
Taste-testing panels consist 
of four or more men and women 
who have certain basic quali­ 
fications, 
such as 
normal 
smelling, tasting abilities, and 
training in flavor analysis. 
Companies 
also 
conduct 
periodic taste testings to com­ 
pare their products with those 
of competitors. 
Sometimes testing is done by 
putting a new product on the 
market in a small area. If it is 
accepted and sells 
well it is 
then distributed to other areas.

tectlon to women using them, 
the pills which combine the 
two hormones, estrogen and 
progestogen, are, according to 
the Council “ the most 
ef­ 
fective medical means for pre­ 
venting 
conception yet 
de­ 
vised.” Noting that it is vir­ 
tually 100 percent effective, the 
Council reports that “ the avail­ 
able data indicate that preg­ 
nancy will occur in less than 
one percent of women who use 
this method properly.” 
The 
oral contraceptives in which 
the two hormones are taken 
In sequence rather than 
In 
combination have a 
higher 
pregnancy rate. 
The experts observe that the 
IUD*s are “ second only to the 
oral contraceptives in reducing 
conception rates.” In studies 
of 22,403 women using 
this 
method of contraception, 
a 
total of 842 pregnancies were 
reported, 484 of them 
with 
the IUD in place. 
In the re ­ 
maining 358 pregnancies, “ the 
IUD could not be located during 
or following the pregnancy and 
it is assumed that pregnancy 
began after unotlced expulsion 


of the IUD,” according to the 
Committee. 
HIGHLIGHTING SAFETY 
Are babies born after 
their 
mothers stop taking the pill 
harmed In any way? Is a wom­ 
an's fertility reduced because 
of the pill? The council gives 
this reply: 
“ The available 
evidence 
indicates that the 
use of these oral contraceptives 
does not Impair subsequent fer­ 
tility, 
and 
the children 
of 
mothers who had previously 
used these preparations for long 
periods have been apparently 
normal.” 
PROBLEMS WITH IUD 
The report makes clear that 
neither method can be used by 
every fertile woman. 
For instance, about one in 
eight 
of the 22,000 
women 
studied expelled the IUD after 
the first insertion. Because of 
pain associated with insertion, 
and other problems, the method 
was thought to be inappropriate 
for women who have never had 
a baby. 
MUd complications occurred 
upon Insertion. These Included 
bleeding, pain, cramps, back­ 


ache, pelvic discomfort. These 
complications rarely required 
removal of the IUD. 
More serious complications 
Included pelvic Inflammatory 
disease In some women and, 
more rarely, perforated uter- 
uses. 
Women with acute or repeated 
history of pelvic Infections, as 
well as women known to have 
a certain kind of tumor, and 
women who experience abnor­ 
mal bleeding should be observed 
carefully and treated before In­ 
sertion 
of an IUD, the Com­ 
mittee recommends. 


PILL CONCERNS 
The council notes that with 
the pills, too, there are cer­ 
tain adverse reactions, “ for­ 
tunately, most not of a serious 
nature.” 
Among these, 
are 
weight gain, nausea, and breast 
enlargement. 
These are less 
apt to occur with the 
lower- 
dosage pills now available, the 
Council observes. 
As for serious questions such 
as the pill and cancer, the Coun­ 
cil reports, “ Extensive studies 
have revealed no evidence of 
carcinogenesis 
( causi ng 
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cancer).** 
Sometimes some 
kinds of pre-existing tumors 
grow rapidly when oral con­ 
traceptives are taken. In such 
cases, says the Council, “ pa­ 
tients should be 
examined 
regularly” while on the pills. 
It also points out that some au­ 
thorities believe that the lower 
dosage pills are less apt to 
cause this increased growth. 
Available 
Information indi­ 
cates that an oral contraceptive 
“ does not Impair thyroid or 
adrenal glandular 
function.” 
Similarly, 
“ existing experi­ 
mental and statistical evidence 
provides no proof of a causal 
relationship between the pill 
and circulatory changes leading 
to the development of throm­ 
boembolic disorders (clots).” 
This is true also of the pills 
and central nervous 
system 
and ocular complications. 
In 
each instance no cause 
and 
affect relationship has 
been 
established, the council points 
out. 
Although “ abnormalities 
In 


liver function test# have been 
observed,** the Council notes 
that “ the changes in liver func­ 
tion usually are not clinically 
significant.” 
Women with diabetes, with a 
history of thromboembolic dis­ 
ease, with serious liver 
and 
kidney problems, with eplltpsy, 
heart 
or 
kidney disease, 
“ should be evaluated and ob­ 
served carefully throughout the 
period of treatment.” 
The report concludes, “ No 
serious 
adverse offsets at­ 
tributable solely to the 
pro­ 
longed use of these preparations 
have thus far been reported.” 
Elsewhere in the report, the 
Committee refers to the “ ex­ 
cellent safety record of the oral 
contraceptives,'* although the 
report does not “ Imply 
ap­ 
proval, endorsement or 
ac­ 
ceptance of the preparations.** 
The contraindications for each 
of the oral contraceptives are 
provided to physicians with the 
products, which are furnished 
on prescription only.

Live While There Is Time

My f r i e n d and neighbor 
celebrated his 100th birthday 
yesterday. Alert and active, 
going to his office for several 
hours each day, he is a be­ 
loved citizen who has done 
much more than to survive. 
He is one of those who have: 
“The echoes of the past with­ 
in his brain, 
The sunrise of the future on 
his face .” 
He is a symbol of that 
growing number of those who 
are celebrating more birth­ 
days. P e r s o n s such as my 
neighbor have seen the leap 
from horsedrawn v e h i c l e s 
into a world of jet engines 
and orbiting rockets. What so 
many of the rest of us take 
for granted, these elders in 
our midst have understood 
and appreciated. 
That’s one of the graces 
that can come with age. The 
young have a way of grasping 
the present and squeezing it. 
The young have a tendency 
to choke the puppy; aged per­ 
sons recognize the miracle of 
life and know how to cuddle 
it. The young have a way of 
scrawling their awkward au­ 
t o g r a p h s over the places 
which age regards with rev­ 
erence. And so, youth and 
age are more than years. 
There are those who have 
seen few birthdays, yet live 
the spirit of w o n d e r , and 
t h e r e are some who have 
lived a long time and have 
missed the thrill of tradition. 
One must do more than ex­ 
ist for a numbef of years; one 
must live. The calendar has 
to have more than the imme­ 
diate. To live without a past 
or a future is to lose time. 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer died 
in m i d s t r e a m and yet he 
knew the meaning of life. 
“Ten years of a man’s life is 
a long time,” he wrote. “Time 


is the most precious gift in 
our possession for it is the ' 
most irrevocable. This is what 
makes it so disturbing to look 
back upon the time which we 
have lost. Time is lost time 
when we have not tried to 
live a full human life, time 
enriched by human experi­ 
ence, creative endeavor, en­ 
joyment and suffering. Time 
lost is time not filled, time 
left empty.” 
This is why it is imperative 
that we release time from the 
mere counting of years and 
discover a “new mathemat­ 
ics” for our experiences. We 
can’t ignore time but we can 
live in time with the dimen­ 
sion of the timeless. 
A few years ago John Up­ 
dike, a talented young author 
of our time, paid a tribute to 
Grandma Moses. He typified 
her as one of those “who, as 
old buildings civilize a city or 
spindlv church spires bind up 
a landscape, make the world 
seem safer . . . They pay the 
world the compliment of be­ 
ing reluctant to leave it, and 
their reluctance becomes a 
benediction.” 
My neighbor’s birthday is 
the reminder of the joy that 
comes to those who live to 
the full and are surprised to 
have counted so many birth­ 
days.

The FCC: A Kid Glove Where Iron Fist Is Needed

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
No matter how the current 
flap over the merger of Amer­ 
ican Broadcasting Co. and In­ 
ternational Telephone & Tele­ 
graph Corp. ends, the Federal 
Communications 
C o m m i s ­ 
sions reputation as a regula­ 
tory agency appears likely to 
suffer a few dents. 
But there may not be much 
more left to dent 
Acting on a Justice Depart­ 
ment warning of “anticompeti­ 
tive possibilities, ’ the FCC re 
cently ordered the two firms 
to delay their merger, which 
the commission had previ­ 
ously approved. The FCC is 
now hearing Justice Depart­ 
ment arguments before decid­ 
ing whether to reconsider. 
Since its Inception in 1934 
—its mission was to bring 
some order to the mad scram­ 
ble by radio stations to get on 
the sir—the FCC, critics say, 
has approached the broadcast­ 
ing Industry with more of a 
kid glove than an iron fist at­ 
titude. 
The commission’s problems 


in carrying out its responsibil­ 
ities on a $17 million annual 
budget are many-sided. New­ 
ton Minow, named FCC chair­ 
man in 1961, touched on one 
of the sides shortly after he 
resigned: 
“In our fantasy world, exist­ 
ing side by side with a real 
world of incredibly fast-mov­ 
ing technological revolutions,’’ 
he sighed, “we dream about 
muddling through the tangled 
maze, somehow, some way . . . 
Never was the capacity of man 
for self-delusion and self-de­ 
ception so clearly drawn.” 
The dreamers he had in 
mind were his former col­ 
leagues in the FCC bureauc­ 
racy. His disenchanted conclu­ 
sion: The FCC was simply in­ 
c a p a b l e 
of 
coping 
with 
changes in industry caused by 
technological advances. 
Minow has left, but one offi­ 
cial who is still with the FCC 
states it more succinctly: “It’s 
not that the commission does 
the management job badly.” 
he says, “it just doesn’t do it 
at all. 
“At a time when the struc­ 
ture and substance of the com­ 
munications business is under­ 


going an internal revolution, 
they’re arguing over editorial 
changes in an opinion criticiz­ 
ing a Montana daytime radio 
station for not painting its an­ 
tenna tower.” 
The commission’s role lias 
expanded greatly since 1934, 
as government involvement in 
the nation’s communications 
system reached awesome pro­ 
portions. Besides the broad­ 
casting industry, the FCC’s 
jurisdiction covers telephones, 
satellites, microwave and mo­ 
bile radio. Many observers 
think it should extend even 
further—to 
electronic 
bug­ 
ging and snooping, for exam­ 
ple. 
As the commission’s lines of 
jurisdiction grow more and 
more diverse—complicated in 
many cases by the slippery 
economic problems brought 
on by technological advance— 
its regqlative efforts seem to 
grow narrower and narrower. 
Each of the seven commis­ 
sioners has but one legal and 
one engineering assistant. The 
FCC’s bureaus and divisions 
operate almost autonomously 
from their nominal bosses— 
the commissioners. Written

progress reports on each bu­ 
reau’s operations are nonexist­ 
ent. 
An FCC aide compares the 
administrative efforts of each 
commissioner to fishing jet­ 
sam 
from 
the 
Mississippi 
River with rod and reel: “You 
know there’s a lot of bad stuff 


floating by. But you can only 
pick out one at a time with 
your rod. You concentrate on 
that one, but in the meantime 
a dozen others have passed 
you by.” 
The ABC-IT&T controversy 
has already brought many of 
these shortcomings to the sur­ 
face. Commissioner Nicholas 
Johnson, 33, former head of 
the Maritime Commission, an­ 
grily blasted the commission’s 
oral hearing which resulted in 
the original 4-3 vote in favor 
of the merger: 
“To say that the individual 
commissioners were there to 
represent the public is to to­ 
tally miscomprehend the ad 
ministrative process at this 
commission . . . There was no 
cross-examination of a single 
spokesman for the applicants 
. . . The applicants came with 
able lawyers, economists, busi­ 
nessmen and distinguished cit­ 
izens. The commission had 
none.” 
Several facts a b o u t the 
FCC’s past regulation of the 
broadcasting industry stand 
out: 
• Only once has the com­ 
mission failed to renew the li- 


cense of a television station 
(which comes up for review 
every three years). 
• The FCC is probably the 
only regulatory agency to be 
asked by the industry it regu­ 
lates for stricter regulation. 
This happened when the FCC 
established a c e i l i n g of 20 
minutes of commercials per 
hour of broadcasting at a time 
when the National Association 
of Broadcasters was enforcing 
one of 18 minutes. The NAB 
began losing members and 
charged the FCC with “gross 
discrimination 
against code 
subscribers.” So the commis­ 
sion lowered its ceiling. 
• There appears to be a 
“pro-industry” flavor to the 
FCC, according to observers. 
Minow’s 
successor, 
William 
Henry, 
who has 
since re­ 
signed, generally found him­ 
self in a “pro-consumer” mi­ 
nority. And while it may not 
be true that broadcasting ex­ 
ecutives were turning cart­ 
wheels for joy in Rockefeller 
Center when Rosel Hyde (re­ 
garded as strongly pro-indus­ 
try) succeeded Henry, there 
was certainly no great cause 
for dismay.

Nations has voted to deprive the 
Republic of South Africa of its 
Mandate over Southwest Africa, 
and to become itself the trustee 
of that territory. 
As expected, the government of 
South Africa reacted vigorously 
against the decision to end its 
half-century-old trusteeship of 
Southwest Africa. It is note­ 
worthy that the leader of the 
opposition, Sir de Villiers GraafT, 
said that it was deplorable to find 
a body of 114 nations supporting 
a resolution at the United Na­ 
tions which, in his opinion and 
that of most jurists, was clearly 
illegal and in complete disregard 
of the recent judgment of the in­ 
ternational court of justice. 
“It was deplorable that the 
United States — a nation irre­ 
vocably committed to the rule of 
law in international affairs — 
should have been prepared not 
only to support such a resolution 
but to support it after the very 
important amendment it had pro­ 
posed had been ignominiously re- 
jeced.” Sir de Villiers hoped that 
the principle which had been so 
firm ly upheld by the United 
Party all these years would con­ 
tinue to be upheld, namely, that 
“we will under no circumstances 
tolerate outside interference in 
the internal affairs of South Af­ 
rica.” Those who have refused to 
believe it heretofore should now 
be convinced that any outside in­ 
tervention in the affairs of South 
Africa will be vigorously op­ 
posed, not only by the govern­ 
ment of that country, but by the 
opposition as well, and we firmly 
believe, by the Coloureds, the In­ 
diana and the Rantus. The Afro- 
Aaian members of the United 
Nations, backed as they are by 
the United States and other west­ 
ern countries, should back out of 
thia unfortunate decision with or 
without the benefit of whatever 
face-saving arrangements can be 
made.

Mr. Whipple was convinced that Grover was a rover. He 
was also convinced that if his daughter ever married him, she 
would have to be Secretary of State to keep track of his foreign 
affairs. 
Consequently, to dissuade such a marriage, Mr. 
Whipple inserted a provision in his will that disinherited his 
daughter if she ever marched down the aisle with Grover. Dls- 
pite this, the couple got coupled. 
Several years later, when Mr. Whipple passed on, his exec­ 
utor refused to pass on any of Mr. Whipple's estate to the let­ 
ter's disobedient daughter. 
Whereupon, she took the matter 
to court. 
“ The will is clear," the executor pointed out to the judge. 
“ By marrying Grover, she disinherited herself." 
“ Nonsense," retorted the daughter. “ It's against the law to 
prohibit anyone from getting married. 
And, that's exactly 
what father tried to do by inserting that provision disinherit­ 
ing me. It's illegal and can't be enforced. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you enforce a provision 
in a will that prohibits a daughter from getting married? 
This is how the judge ruled; Yes! The Judge held that while 
the law encourages marriage and frowns upon any effort to 
prevent it, it is perfectly legal for a father to prohibit his 
child from marrying a particular person, on or before a cer­ 
tain age, so long as it Is not intended as a general restraint 
on marriage. 
(Based upon a 1962 Georgia Supreme Court Decision)

While it might be interesting to try Lee Harvey Oswald 
in his absence, it is not a likely possibility.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The late Sen. Huey Long, the Louisiana King- 
fish who championed the philosophy of “ every 
man a king” , was known as a ruthless dema­ 
gogue.

Russell Long, operates 
on a level a notch higher than his father but he 
recently stepped from this hill to ask for the 
replacement of William McChesney Martin as 
federal reserve board chairman. 
Hopefully Louisiana citizens as well

other Americans are too smart to be deceived 
by such a stupid attack as Long, chairman of 
the senate finance committee, made on Martin. 
Everyone is presumed to like a little inflation 
and nobody cares for a money pinch even if it 
is for their long range benefit. 
Acting on this superficial and politically based 
conception of economics, Long condemed Mar­ 
tin as a man “whose background demonstrates 
that he hasn’t the interest of the little people 
of America at heart.” 
This is a thinly disguised attack on the business 
community as well as Martin and it is pure 
hogwash. 
Martin 
deserves 
a 
medal for being 
the 
courageous and outstanding public servant of 
1966. 
He saved the country from an economic 
debacle, from the politically timid Great Society 
and from ruinous inflation. 
The main beneficiary of his policies were the 
little people whom Long seeks to befriend through 
deceit for purely political reasons. 
Let’s look at the record: 
During 1966 the Johnson administration pro­ 
vided little economic wisdom and initiative. It 
did almost nothing to help the economy through 
a danjerously explosive period. 
Its political 
timidity in an election year was absolute. The 
federal reserve board courageously provided 
the restraint. 
Money bore the entire burden. 
Fortunately the effort paid off. 
The federal reserve board fully justified itself 
as an independent government agency. 
Martin sensed the need for economic 
curbs 
early in 1965. He made his famous “ 1929” speech

This set the 
stage for tighter money. 
Inflation factors were rising.

again urged a tax increase. Too much reliance 
was being placed on money to restrain the 
economy. 
His advice went unheeded by 
the 
administration. 
The federal reserve put pressure on banks 
to cut down on loans. 
In September President Johnson finally did 
support the effort to curb the booming economy 
by supporting the removal of the seven per cent 
investment tax credit given business. 
The 
action came late. 
Martin is aware that when money becomes 
as scarce as it did last summer someone is 
going to get hurt. 
Surely the little man was 
injured the least. 
If he was forced to cut his spending or to wait 
for a loan it was merely a temporary incon­ 
venience. 
These are small sacrifices to pay for main­ 
taining a healthy economy and protecting him 
against the worse abuses of inflation. 
Martin deserves a lion’s share of the credit 
for this.

Nothing shows more forcefully how far out of 
perspective values of human life have become 
than the need for the American Cancer Society’s 
five-year educational program to drastically re­ 
duce unnecessary deaths from cancer.

Uterine cancer took the lives of about 
11,000 women; yet, due to the Pap test, it should 
be jjossible to detect this cancer at a stage 
when the chances of cure are virtually 100 per 
cent. 


Need for intensified and broadened instruction 
about cancer is in itself a harsh tragedy. People 
just do not behave as they should. Motivating 
people to take proper action can be difficult 
and frustrating, as it has been to the American 
Cancer Society. How difficult it is, is shocking­ 
ly apparent in the five-year educational goals 
fixed by the Society. 
The goals are minimal, 
far below ideal, but goals, based on hard ex­ 
perience, 
that 
the 
Society believes can be 
achieved. 
We urge our readers to learn cancer’s warning 
signals, act on them; have an annual health 
checkup, and contribute to the very important 
work of the American Cancer Society.

ATLANTA - Lester Maddox, 
the unpredictable new governor 
of Georgia, doesn't know 
it, 
but he probably owes his elec­ 
tion to the man who fought him 
hardest in the first prim aries- 
ex-Gov. Ellis Arnall. 
After Maddox, 
the 
axe- 
wielding restaurateur who sold 
his eating place rather than ad­ 
mit Negroes, nosed out Arnall 
in the final prim ary, a secret 
meeting of top businessmen was 
held in Atlanta to decide 
who 
was best for Georgia - Demo­ 
crat Segregationist Maddox or 
Republican Segregationist Bo 
Callaway. 
Most business lea­ 
ders at the meeting 
favored 
Callaway, scion of a big tex­ 
tile family and then a member 
of Congress, who they figured 
would bring more stability to 
Georgia politics. 
Though most of the business­ 
men present were Democrats, 
they were willing to back 
a 
Republican even though 
a 
Republican had not been elected 
governor of Georgia for 
100 
years. 
At this point, however, 
ex-Gov. 
Arnall 
spoke 
up. 
Arnall, when governor, 
had 
repealed the Georgia poll tax 
for the first time in history, 
fought the Ku Klux Klan, and 
had 
backed 
legislation pro- 
hiting the Klan from parading 
under hoods. 
“ An ignorant bigot is better 
than a wealthy bigot,” Arnall 
told 
the 
Georgia 
business 
group. “ He’ll have compassion 
for the little people.” Arnall 
argued so eloquently for Mad­ 
dox that the most 
respected 
businessman in Georgia, Mills 
Lane, president of the Citizens 
and Southern Banking chain, was 
won over. 
He supported Mad­ 
dox. 
This was one of the fac­ 
tors which tipped the scales in 
favor of Maddox and made him 
governor of Georgia. 
On the day after Maddox took 
office, Lane’s bank loaned him 
$200,000 to establish a series 
of hot dog stands; so Lester, 
who 
closed his 
restaurant 
rather than admit Negroes, is 
now back in the eating business. 


Business leaders have 
been 
advising Lester not to 
rock 
the boat racially, to 
continue 
giving breaks to 
Negro citi­ 
zens. 
And so far Maddox ap­ 
pears to have taken 
their 
advice. 
Last week, however, Maddox’s 
form er 
executive 
secretary, 
Morgan Redwin, was fired 
for 
selling beer to minors 
and 
promptly began spilling 
the 
beans on his form er boss. The 
governor, he said, was never 
going to give jobs to Negroes, 
despite the pious prom ises in 
his inaugural speech, because 
this would lose him 
Georgia 
rednecks who had swung 
the 
electoral balance in his favor. 
WALLACE VS. MADDOX 
There’s an interedting com­ 
parison between the south’s two 
most headlined politicians, the 
governor of Georgia and the man 
behind the governor of Alabama. 
They’re good friends, and one 
of the first things Maddox did 
after his inauguration was 
to 
invite the Wallaces, both Lur- 
leen and George, over to At­ 
lanta for a state visit. 
These two men, 
if 
they 
agreed, probably could swing 
the south for or against Lyn­ 
don Johnson and the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
However, they 
are having a hard time getting 
any agreement. 
When the new governor 
of 
Georgia went up to Washing­ 
ton for the recent governors’ 
conference, Lyndon went out of 
his way to be nice to 
him, 
and Lester came back singing 
the president’s praises per­ 
sonally. He said, however, that 
LBJ must become more con­ 
servative. 
George Wallace, on the other 
hand, cooled his heels in 
a 
hotel room across from 
the 
treasury while his wife, the 
governor of Alabama, conferred 
with other governors and made 
friends 
with 
the 
president. 
George 
went back 
to Mont­ 
gomery looking dour. 
But what Maddox doesn’t seem 
to 
realize 
about Ills friend 
George Wallace is that, aside 


from integration, 
Wallace 
is just as liberal as Johnson. 
“ I feel that strong conser­ 
vatives such as Wallace should 
remain in the Democratic par­ 
ty,” announced Gov. 
Maddox 
last week. 
“ I’m 
suggesting 
that conservatives could 
do 
their best by not bolting.” 
This indicates that 
Lester 
doesn’t know what a 
con­ 
servative is; for George Wal­ 
lace as governor built 
more 
schools, spent more 
welfare 
money, and did more for lower- 
bracket citizens of Alabama 
than has been accomplished any 
place else in the United States 
outside Washington. 
WALLACE WILL RUN 
As it stands today, 
George 
Wallace is not going to take 
the advice of his friend the 
governor of Georgia not 
to 
bolt. 
He is almost certainly 
going to head up a third party. 
But 
two 
important questions 
are; 
1. 
Will he take votes away 
from Johnson or away from the 
Republicans? 
2. 
Will he run strong 
out­ 
side Alabama? 
On Point 1, most observers 
believe Wallace will cut more 
heavily into the 
Republican 
party and will help 
Lyndon 
Johnson rather than hurt him. 
On Point 2, it’s significant 
that in 1964 Wallace polled 
a 
surprisingly heavy vote 
in 
Maryland, purely on the issue 
of segregation. 
But two years 
later, in the race for governor 
of Maryland, the Democratic 
candidate, 
George 
Mahoney, 
who campaigned on the slogan, 
“ A Man’s Home Is His Castle,” 
lost 
to 
a Republican, Spiro 
Agnew, 
who 
campaigned for 
open housing. 
And only 
last 
week the Maryland legislature 
followed this up by passing an 
open housing bill. 
Maryland is a traditionally 
Democratic state. 
So the 
man who pulls the 
apron strings behind the new 
governor of Alabama may iiave 
a tougher time winning votes 
in 1968 than he did In 1964. 


Uruguayan 
Intelligence Chief 
Tells Riesel of T errorist Dang­ 
ers in Land Soon to be Visited 
by LBJ. 
Washington, D.C.: - From my 
friend, Commander Alejandro 
Otero Campana, Chief of In­ 
telligence of the central police 
of Montevideo - the Uruguayan 
capital to which President John­ 
son soon will fly - comes word 
of a Castro • Maoist network 
of terrorists 
trained in rifle 
marksmanship, grenade throw­ 
ing and “ urban gerrrilla” war­ 
fare. 
So skilled and ready for street 
action in this alliance of left­ 
ist Communist cells, says Senor 
Otero, that it has even mapped 
the city’s sewer system so they 
can dart up suddenly inside the 
guards in all sections of the 
city. 
President Johnson 
will 
be 
spending virtually all his time 
during the April 12 to 14 Latin 
summit conference at Puntadel 
Este, a resort 65 miles east of 
Montevideo. 
But the terro rists are fanati­ 
cal and are determined to move 
against U. S. citizens, 
diplo­ 
mats and property. 
Commander Otero, in a long 
detailed memorandum, tells me 
that the terrorists “ mapped” 
the UjS. foreign service people 
as carefully as the sewer sys­ 
tem and the infrastructlon of 
the city. 
“ Material seized,” says the 
Intelligence 
chief, “ revealed 
they 
had 
formed 
vigilante 
team s. Notes vvere found con­ 
cerning the residences of UJS. 
diplomats, 
their 
cars, their 
estates, the number of floors in 
their homes, the 'modus viven- 
di' of their residents.” 
Senor Otero also reports that 
“ on another level, there 
are 
names, addresses, and study 
material on labor unions” — 
their internal politics and per­ 
sonalities. Since the Castroites 
have infiltrated many of them 
the unions can be used 
as 
sabotage vehicles. 
The intelligence chief also 
reported that the “ pseudo rev­ 
olutionaries. . . have been the 
authors of various crim es, all 
perpetrated in the name of their 
so • called revolution: armed 
robberies 
of banks, riiding 
thefts 
on two arm ories, 
dy­ 
namiting of U. S. companies, 
against the First National City 
Bank, Coca Cola, Moore-Mc- 
Cormack Steamship Line 
of­ 
fices, a large department store 
called Mansanares Inc.,against 
the publicity offices of the gov­ 
ernment of Brazil and an at­ 
tack on the home of the com­ 
mander of the 
F irst Military 
District.” 
Commander 
Otero reports 
that one of the first 
real 
“ breaks” 
in the 
long coun­ 
ter • offensive of the police 
in this democratic land of 100 
years of almost Utopian free­ 
dom came last Dec. 22. 
A citizen 
reported that 
he 
had seen the stolen truck of a 
friend go hurtling down 
the 
street. Th** radio cars closed 
in. Suddenly the occupants be­ 
gan heaving homemade bombs 
— 11 of 
them. Finally 
the 
vehicle hit a tree. One of the 


truck’s 
occupants, Carlos Al­ 
berto Flores Alvarez, 
was 
killed. The others disappeared-• 
could have been into the sewers. 
Commander Otero’s squads 
searched the dead man’s home. 
There they discovered substan­ 
tive evidence, he reports, “ of 
the 
existence of the terrorist 
organization in our country.” 
“ We found 
a 
'club’ which 
taught marksmanship, 
manu­ 
facture of bombs, judo 
and 
personal defense, 
writes the 
chief, “as 
well as evidence 
of the existence of a para-mili- 
tary structured organization. 
The dead man was a member 
of a tiny cell. The other three 
terrorists were jailed.” 
Other 
leads were followed,. 
Commander Otero’s men found 
a machine snop with entrances 
on two streets. There stolen 
vehicles 
were dJsguised. “ So, 
well • parpared were they for 
3treet 
action,” says 
Senor 
Otero, “ they had even used 
parts, including the roofs and 
hoods of stolen vehicles, 
to 
build portable 
parapets for 
street battles with the police.” 
Then 
Commander 
Otero’s 
Dept, of 
In‘elligence 
and 
Liaison began rounding up other 
cells. Some 
documents 
led 
them 
to a 
ranch '"‘on which 
members 
of the organization 
identified as “ LosTupmaros” 
trained. One of Senor Otero’s 
colleagues, Antonio 
Silveira 
Regaldo, com aander of the po­ 
lice radiopatrol, was shot down. 
On the ranch and in Motiiev - 
JcO cells, 
asserts 
Senor 
Otero, “ we found technical in­ 
struction on guerrilla 
war­ 
fare, urban guerrilla warfare, 
manuals on shooting, on weap­ 
ons, on how to pick locks 
on 
military units - their person­ 
nel, armament, proceduresand 
more important, lists of per­ 
sons considered enemies 
of 
the 'revolution*.” 
The 
cells, made 
up 
of 
five or six persons, are iden­ 
tified by a letter, and 
in that 
unit each pseudonym of each 
of its terrorists started 
with 
that letter. Cell C, for 
ex­ 
ample, was made up of Clau­ 
dia, Carmella, and 
Carlos 
(the late Flores Alvarez). 
As for control of the 
net­ 
work, Commander Otero states 
that there are various factions 
— the 
Communist Party 
and 
“ dissidents which have formed 
tiny groups. 
. . and we know 
that the recruits are told that 
they must seek contracts with 
uuerrilla forces in 
other 
countries.” This would 
en­ 
courage the Joint action of the 
so-called 
forces of national 
liberation. 
It Is not insignificant that 
one 
revolutionary party goes 
under the initials o fF JJJE JL . 
“ Our 
country is 
noc 
ac­ 
customed to this kind of fight,” 
says Senor 
Otero, “ our peo­ 
ple categorically reject these 
practices. . . The war for demo­ 
cracy will never lie success­ 
ful if we democrats do not help 
each other penetrate the veil of 
secrecy.” 
Senor 
Otero 
and tils com­ 
panions are to lie saluted. The 
people of the U. S. - and the 
^resident — owe them much.

The federal reserve put pressure on banks 
to cut down on loans. 
In September President Johnson finally did 
support the effort to curb the booming economy 
by supporting the removal of the seven per cent 
investment tax credit given business. 
The 
action came late. 
Martin is aware that when money becomes 
as scarce as it did last summer someone is 
going to get hurt. 
Surely the little man was 
injured the least. 
If he was forced to cut his spending or to wait 
for a loan it was merely a temporary incon­ 
venience. 
These are small sacrifices to pay for main­ 
taining a healthy economy and protecting him 
against the worse abuses of inflation. 
Martin deserves a lion’s share of the credit 
for this.

Nothing shows more forcefully how far out of 
perspective values of human life have become 
than the need for the American Cancer Society’s 
five-year educational program to drastically re­ 
duce unnecessary deaths from cancer. 
The 
Society has selected six sites of cancer, repre­ 
senting over 
60 per cent of all cancer cases 
and some 48 per cent of all cancer deaths, for 
special educational emphasis. 
These sites of cancer - uterus, breast, lung, 
colon and rectum, oral cavity and skin - ac­ 
counted for nearly 150,000 deaths in 1966, many 
of them due to lack of personal responsibility 
and personal vigilance. 
Take three samples; 
lung cancer took more 
than 50,000 lives last year; most lung cancers 
are caused by cigarette smoking. 
(Despite 
intensive warnings more than half of all teen­ 
agers ignore the scientifically proved dangers 
to their health and become regular cigarette 
smokers by the time they are 18). Skin cancer 
took nearly 5,000 lives; most skin cancers are 
causes by too frequent over-exposure to direct 
sunlight. Uterine cancer took the lives of about 
14,000 women; yet, due to the Pap test, it should 
be possible to detect this cancer at a stage 
when the c hances of cure are virtually IOO per 
jecut.

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Need for intensified and broadened instruction 
about cancer is in itself a harsh tragedy. People 
just do not behave as they should. Motivating 
people to take proper action can be difficult 
and frustrating, as it has been to the American 
Cancer Society. How difficult it is, is shocking­ 
ly apparent in the five-year educational goals 
fixed by the Society.

ATLANTA - Lester Maddox, 
the unpredictable new governor 
of Georgia, doesn’t know it, 
but he probably owes his elec­ 
tion to the man who fought him 
hardest in the first primaries* 
ex-Gov. Ellis Amal!. 
After Maddox, 
the 
axe- 
wielding restaurateur who sold 
his eating place rather than ad­ 
mit Negroes, nosed out Arnall 
in the final primary, a secret 
meeting of top businessmen was 
held in Atlanta to decide 
who 
was best for Georgia - Demo­ 
crat Segregationist Maddox or 
Republican Segregationist Bo 
Callaway. 
Most business lea­ 
ders at the meeting favored 
Callaway, scion of a big tex­ 
tile family and then a member 
of Congress, who they figured 
would bring more stability to 
Georgia politics. 
Though most of the business­ 
men present were Democrats, 
they were willing to back a 
Republican even though 
a 
Republican tad not been elected 
governor of Georgia for 
IOO 
years. 
At this point, however, 
ex-Gov, 
Arnall 
spoke 
up. 
Arnall, when governor, 
tad 
repealed the Georgia poll tax 
for the first time in history, 
fought the Ku Klux Klan, and

"An ignorant bigot is better

WALLACE VS. MADDOX 
There’s an lnteredtlng com­ 
parison between tta south's two 
most headlined politicians, tta 
governor of Georgia and tta man 
behind tta governor of Alabama. 
They’re good friends, and one 
of the first things Maddox did 
after his inauguration was to 
invite tta Wallaces, both Lur- 
leen and George, over to At­ 
lanta for a state visit. 
These two men, lf 
they 
agreed, probably could swing 
tta south for or against Lyn­ 
don johnson and tta Demo­ 
cratic party. 
However, they 
are having a hard time getting 
any agreement.

lace as governor built more 
schools, spent more welfare 
money, and did more for lowera 
bracket citizens of Alabama 
than has been accomplished any 
place else in tta United States 
outside Washington. 
WALLACE WILL RUN 
As it stands today, George 
Wallace is not going to take

friend go hurtling down 
the 
street. The radio cars closed 
in. Suddenly the occupants be­ 
gun heaving homemade bombs 
- ll of 
them. Finally 
the 
veliirle hit a tree. One of ttie 


truck’s 
occupants, Carlos Al­ 
berto Flores Alvarez, 
was 
killed. The others disappeared-,

Flavor is a combination 
of 
taste, aroma, appearance, feel, 
and sound. 
Sound does affect 
flavor reaction. 
Celery that 
doesn't crunch probably 
will 
give a different flavor exper­ 
ience than the noisy kind. All 
these sensations react simul­ 
taneously in the brain and re ­ 
sult in one flavor experience. 
The four basic taste sensations 
are sweet, sour, salty, and bit­ 
ter. 
To show 
the 
Importance of 
odors in flavor, eat an 
onion 
while holding your nose. 
It 
will taste sweet and will burn 
your mouth, but you won't iden­ 
tify the onion flavor. 
Color plays an important part. 
A manufacturer made cereal of 
many colored balls. Some pre­ 
ferred the flavor of red balls 
over the yellow, some wanted 
all one color, and so on, yet 
all of the balls were one flavor. 
While taste and aroma 
are 
still important, with 
todays 
facilities 
scientists at many 
companies chemically analyze 
foods to determine what makes 
them 
flavorful. 
Chemical 
norms can be 
established and 
a food processor can keep the 
same flavorful 
standards by 
mixing 
his 
product 
by 
the 
analysis. 
The scientific tech­ 
niques can also be used to de­ 
velop new foods. 
Regardless of scientific test­ 
ing, people 
still like or dis- 
‘like foods. 
Food 
companies 
maintain staffs of food tasters. 
Daily taste-testing of the food 
is done to insure that 
each 
day's production is of the pro­ 
per quality. 
Taste-testing panels consist 
of four or more men and women 
who have certain basic quali­ 
fications, 
such as 
normal 
smelling, tasting abilities, and 
training in flavor analysis. 
Companies 
also 
conduct 
periodic taste testings to com­ 
pare their products with those 
of competitors. 
Sometimes testing is done by 
putting a new product on the 
market in a small area. If it is 
accepted and sells 
well it is 
then distributed to other areas.

The FCC: A 
Kid Glove Where Iron Fist Is Needed

"To say that the individual 
commissioners were there to 
represent the public is to to­ 
tally miscomprehend the ad­ 
m inistrative process at this 
commission . . . There was no 
cross-examination of a single 
spokesman for the applicants 
. . . The applicants came with 
able lawyers, economists, busi­ 
nessmen and distinguished cit­ 
izens. The commission had 
none.” 
Several facts a b o u t the 
FCC’s past regulation of the 
broadcasting industry stand 
out: 
• Only once has the com­ 
mission failed to renew the li­ 


cense of a television station 
(which comes up for review 
every three years). 
• The FCC is probably the 
only regulatory agency to be 
asked by the industry it regu­ 
lates for stricter regulation. 
This happened when the FCC 
established a c e i I i n g of 20 
minutes of commercials per 
hour of broadcasting at a time 
when the National Association 
of Broadcasters was enforcing 
one of 18 minutes. The NAB 
began losing m em bers and 
charged the FCC with “gross 
discrimination 
against 
code 
subscribers." So the commis­ 
sion lowered its ceiling. 
• There appears to be a 
"pro-industry" flavor to the 
FCC, according to observers. 
Minow’s 
successor, 
William 
Henry, who 
has 
since 
re­ 
signed, generally found him ­ 
self in a “pro-consum er” mi­ 
nority. And while it may not 
be true that broadcasting ex­ 
ecutives were turning cart­ 
wheels for joy in Rockefeller 
Center when Rosel Hyde (re­ 
garded as strongly pro-indus­ 
try) succeeded Henry, there 
was certainly no great cause 
for dismay.

As expected, the government of 
South Africa reacted vigorously 
against the decision to end its 
half-century-old trusteeship of 
Southwest Africa. It is note­ 
worthy that the leader of the 
opposition, Sir de Villiers Graaff, 
said that it was deplorable to find 
a body of 114 nations supporting 
a resolution at the United Na­ 
tions which, in his opinion and 
that of most jurists, was clearly 
illegal and in complete disregard 
of the recent judgment of the in­ 
ternational court of justice. 
“It was deplorable that the 
United States — a nation irre­ 
vocably committed to the rule of 
law in international affairs —- 
should have been prepared not 
only to support such a resolution 
but to support it after the very 
important amendment it had pro­ 
posed had been ignominiously re- 
jeced.” Sir de Villiers hoped that 
tho principle which had been so 
firm ly upheld by the United 
Party all these years would con­ 
tinue to be upheld, namely, that 
“we will under no circumstances 
tolerate outside interference in 
the internal affairs of South Af­ 
rica.” Those who have refused to 
believe it heretofore should now 
be convinced that any outside in­ 
tervention in the affairs of South 
Africa will be vigorously op­ 
posed, not only by the govern­ 
ment of that country, but by the 
opposition as well, and we firmly 
believe, by the Coloureds, the In­ 
dians and the Rantus. The Afro- 
Astan members of the United 
Nations, backed as they are by 
the United States and other west­ 
ern countries, should back out of 
this unfortunate decision with or 
without the benefit of whatever 
fare-saving arrangements can be 
made.

frozen,*’ “ fresh frozen,’* 
“ frozen fresh*’ must be 
put 
into a freezer prom ptly after 
chilling. Once in the freezer 
these chickens m ust reach an 
internal tem perature of zero de­ 
g rees. When you buy U. S. in­ 
spected “ fresh frozen’* chicken 
you are assured that the chicken 
was processed under ideal con­ 
ditions - which p rese rv e their 
original fresh quality. 
You may also find the USDA 
shield - shaped grade mark 
which shows that the chicken 
has 
been graded for quality. 
Chickens marked “ USDA Grade 
A” a re of the highest quality 
whether fresh of frozen. All 
graded chickens m ust be 
in­ 
spected, but not all inspected 
chickens a re graded. 
To make sure you a re getting 
the 
best 
flavor 
from your 
chicken, use the fresh chickens 
within two days after you pur- 
chase unless you freeze it in 
your home. 
Frozen chickens 
can be stored up to 12 months 
in a 0 degree fre ez er. 
In thawing frozen 
chickens 
or chicken p arts, rem e m b er- 
it is best to thaw them in the 
refrig erato r for 1 or 
2 days.

And this, too, 
creates problem s. 
To avoid it, have the battery 
and its cables cleaned off every 
six months - every spring and 
fall - and treated with a pro­ 
tective spray. 
And when you 
are buying a battery, ask the 
man to check the cables. 
If 
there is the slightest doubt about 
their condition, replace them . 
Perhaps your service station 
man already is watching 
this 
Achilles Heel for you. 
But 
don’t take that for granted. He 
can’t 
rem em ber 
everything. 
Next tim e you stop for 
gas, 
take a look for yourself. After 
all, 
it’s YOUR battery cable 
that is corroding.

present tax exemptions and pru­ 
dent management “ the church­ 
es ought to be able to control 
the whole economy of the nation 
within the predictable future.** 
Gambling represents not a 
loophole but a floodgate of es­ 
caping revenue. The bishop's 
guess on the potential revenues 
from church-owned businesses 
is dwarfed by a newly published 
estim ate that gambling could 
pour $30 billion into the T reas­ 
ury each year — if the govern­ 
ment would legalize and control 


es — moving ever more rapidly 
and deeply into business by bor­ 
rowing, buying, investing and 
reinvesting 
their tax-exempt 
income — probably avoid with 
com plete legality more than $4 
billion of federal income taxes. 
That roughly m atches estim ates 
of the local taxes they do not 
pay on their real estate hold­ 
ings. 
For the churches* own good, 
Bishop 
Pike contends, their 
business en terp rises should be 
taxed like other business to 
avoid future dangers to society 
and the church itself. 
Other churchm en share the 
bishop's concern. The magazine 
“ Christianity Today** recently 
published the estim ate that with 


all 
organized gambling 
and 
take for itself a cut of the prof­ 
its that now finance rackets, 
crim e, loan-sharking, prostitu­ 
tion and encroachm ents on le­ 
gitim ate businesses. 
All the preferences and loop­ 
holes together — and counting 
the various special treatm ents 
of the oil, gas and m inerals in­ 
dustries as being worth perhaps 
$5 billion (higher than some es­ 
tim ates, but much lower than 
recent estim ates of up to $10 
billion) - seem to add up to 
well over 
$50 
b i l l i o n . 
That roughly matches the am­ 
ount — $55 billion — which the 
Treasury expects to collect by 
April 17 from all American tax- 
payers in 1966 income taxes. 
Reuss, Bolling and colleagues 
don't ask or expect anything 
nearly so drastic as an assault 
on church exemptions or an at­ 
tempt to legalize gambling. 
Reuss 
prodded 
Secretary 
Fowler, during February hear­ 
ings on the President’s econom­ 
ic report, to work up just $3 bil­ 
lion or $4 billion worth of imm e­ 
diate loophole-closers as a sul>- 
stitute for Johnson's proposed 
tax surcharge. 
“ Bring in a reform package 
and let us take the res|x>nsi- 
bility,** Reuss challenged. 
Fowler said Assistant Secre­ 
tary 
Stanley S. Surrey was

and 
prom ised: “ You'll have your 
refo rm s." 
Hut their ideas on reform are 
miles ap art. Reuss wants a 
quick start on revisions to cap­ 
ture some of the bill ions legally 
immune from taxation. This 
would help quell the inflationary 
p ressu res which Johnson fore* 
sees in second-half 1967, Reuss 
said, but would not hit consum­ 
ers so hard as to bring on the 
recession which many econo­ 
m ists fear. 
“ The loophole dollars we'd 
collect are not the dollars that 
buy goods and se rv ic es," Reuss 
said in an interview . 
“ The money we'd go after is 
the untaxed income which now 
goes into over-saving and over­ 
investment — which just bids up 
stock prices and real estate 
prices. 
“ A lot of it goes overseas in 
search of Higher investment 
profits. That aggravates the 
balance of payments problem ," 
he added. 
In their joint statem ent of 
March 17, attached to the Joint 
Economic C om m ittee's critical 
report on Jolm son's economic 
program , Reuss and 
Bolling 
said: “ We reiterate this com­ 
m ittee's repeated recom m enda­ 
tions to reform our national tax 
structure and to plug the loop­ 
holes that allow so many, par­ 
ticularly in the middle and up­ 
per income brackets, to escape 
their due share of the national 
tax burden. 
“ Such a reform would yield 
billions." 
Another House m em ber, Rep. 
Herbert 
Tenzer, D-N.Y., has 
introduced a bill to create a 
“ com mission on unequal taxa­ 
tion" to overhaul the tax law s, 
with the 27V2 per cent oil and 
gas depletion allowances as a 
specific targ et. Nobody in the 


adm inistration or in Congress 
expects Johnson to mount an 
attack 011 the allowances. 
Johnson's declared position is 
that reform and revenue don't 
mix. And to avoid any “ signifi­ 
cant budgetary effects" in his 
tax package, officials report, 
any loophole closings which add 
to federal revenues would be 
canceled out by revenue-losers. 
Officials 
explained: To seek 
broad reform s would Incite bit­ 
ter controversy. That could de­ 
lay the tax surcharge, which 
will be needed in a hurry if 
needed at all. And the whole 
surcharge strategy 
could t>e 
spoiled by enacting a perm a­ 
nently higher revenue level,be­ 
cause Johnson wants a tempo­ 
rary tax boost to curb inflation 
l*ut quickly removable if infla­ 
tion subsides. 
Privately, they argue further: 
Opening up the tax code for re­ 
vision could invite even more 
raids on the T reasury. They 
point to last y ea r's “ C hristm as 
tree b ill" — the F’oreign Inves­ 
tors Tax Act. It wound up dec­ 
orated with a dozen unrelated 
special tax am endments having 
a potential annual cost to the 
T reasury of about $125 mil­ 
lion. 
Still more privately, it has

la their joint statem ent of 
March 17, attached to the Joint 
Economic C om m ittee's critical 
report on Johnson's economic 
program , Reuss and Bolling 
said: "W e re ite ra te this com­ 
m ittee's repeated recom m enda­ 
tions to reform our national tax 
stru ctu re and to plug the loop­ 
holes that allow so many, par­ 
ticularly in the middle and up­ 
per income brackets, to escape 
their due share of the national 
tax burden.
